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THE ANTI-THIRD-TERMERS. 
St.Louis, May 6th.—The Anti-Third-Term 
National Republican Convention was called 
to order at 12:35 by General Henderson, 
who called to the chair E. C. Hubbards, of 
Kentucky—a delegate to the Chicago Con­ 
vention—who, in returning his thanks for the 
honor conferred, declared in behalf of the 
Convention that it was possible for the Re­ 
publican party to nominate the next Presi­ 
dent, and that the people of the Iiepublic 
demanded that the Kepublicans should re­ 
main in charge of national affairs. He al­ 
luded to the existence of a belief which a sec­ 
tion of the party atfected to hold, that a 
third-term candidate was necessary, and as­ 
serted that this meeting, called to combat that 
idea, represented a larger part of the Repub­ 
lican party than any gathering ever before 
convened. The chief point to which this 
Convention was directed was hostility to any 
movement tending in the least degree to the 
establishment of a monarchy. [The remark 
that there were no private axes to grind here, 
and that there was no candidate to be brought 
forward for the Presidency, elicited hearty 
and continued applause.] The man who to­ 
day is canvassing for votes for a second re­ 
nomination was the least fitted by na­ 
ture 
or 
education 
for 
the 
office 
which he seeks. Two terms of his adminis­ 
tration, which had failed to suppress or di­ 
minish dishonesty in the nation’s affairs, had 
convinced the country of this fact, and hail 
left for a time the debated question whether 
dishonesty was not inherent in the party 
which had supported that administration. 
For himself, he was a stalwart Republican, 
but he believed that the day the Republican 
party commits itself to a third term, that day 
it signs its own death warrant. He believed 
the Chicago Convention would put in nom­ 
ination a man above reproach, who would 
lead the party to victory and bring safety to 
the nation. It was the hope of every man 
here that the thini-term idea would to-day 
receive a blow which would kill it forever. 
Colonel Guilbert, of Iowa, was elected 
Secretary. 
The Chair then appointed the following 
Committee on Organization : G. C. Whar­ 
ton, D. A. Fenkleburg, G. W. Allerton, 
Wm. B. Clarke, S. A. Archer, E. W. Fox, 
W. H. Jones, E. W. Bryant, W. E. Bryant, 
Carl Roche and Mr. Hunt. 
Colonel Bluxard Wilson, of Illinois, made 
a speech, in which he declared unwavering 
hostility to a violation of the precedents get 
by the father of his country against a third 
term—a precedent which had long been re­ 
cognized as a common unwritten Taw of the 
party. Where do you find the third-term 
suggesters? In Wisconsin, in Iowa, in Illi­ 
nois, in the New England States? These 
States were silent as to an indorsement of the 
hirj-term principle. {In South Carolina, 
which represents most depraved political 
ideas; in Alabama, and in other Southern 
States, where there is no shadow of hope that 
there will be a single electoral vote for the 
Republican candidates—voices are raised for 
a third term. 
The Committee on Permanent Organiza­ 
tion reported as follows : President, .John 11. 
Henderson; Vice-Presidents, F. B. Hal), 
of New York; Franklin McVeigh, of Illi­ 
nois; E. R. Wood of Pennsylvania; Otto 
Kirchmayer, of Michigan : John W. Carter, 
of Massachusetts ; II. M. Turner, of Georgia ; 
G. W. Bryant, of South Carolina; M. E. 
Bryan, of Alabama; L. N. Dieinbitty, of 
Kentucky; Robert A. Hill, of Indiana ; J. 
H. Wells, of Florida; R. E. Rombaur, of 
Missouri; I)r. H. J. Lampe, of Missouri. 
Secretaries, Colonel Geiulbert, of Iowa ; E. 
H. Foster, of Missouri; J. W. Wilson, of 
Missouri; Colonel F. F. Ledergerber, of 
Missouri. 
General Henderson, on taking the plat­ 
form, outlined briefly the purpose and scope 
of the Convention. 
The question was 
whether that great unwritten law of prece­ 
dents and memorial customs, which was at 
least as far-reaching as the written code, 
should be observed in the nomination of Pres­ 
ident. He quoted General Grant’s speeches 
at Bloomington and Little Rock, to disprove 
that there was need of a strong Government. 
He asserted that of the States which have 
declared for Grant, Pennsylvania alone 
would he able to give him a single electoral 
vote. Even Illinois was doubtful in its 
choice, and almost certain to oppose the elec­ 
tion of Grant in case of his nomination. If 
the Chicago Convention would force him on 
the party it might btcome necessary to de­ 
clare an external dissolution of all connec­ 
tion witli them, and to affirm the right to 
call Conventions and act independently. 
Mr. Whiter'dge, in behalf of the Executive 
Committee of the Independent Republican 
party of the State of New York, presented a 
message offering the Convention hearty sym­ 
pathy and co-operation in their opposition to 
the renomination of General Grant for a 
third term, which stated that the party man­ 
agers iu that State, who have hesitated at 
nothing to make the State Convention servile 
to their will, have falsely endeavored to rep­ 
resent New York as a unit for General 
Grant. The Republicans of New York were 
uota unit for General Grant, and he believed 
a majority of them oppose his nomination, 
and that in the event of his candidacy a Re­ 
publican anti-third-term candidate should be 
put in the field, unless the Democratic candi­ 
date should be one so commanding the confi­ 
dence of the country as to make this course 
questionable. 
Mr. Wood, of Philadelphia, presented a 
messagefrom the National Republican League 
of that city in the same tenor. 
On motion, a committee of thirteen was 
appointed by the Chair to consider and re­ 
port a platform, all resolutions to he referred 
to that committee. 
Telegrams and letters from all parts of the 
country, expressing sympathy with the pur­ 
poses of the Convention, were read. 
Among the number were messages from 
George William Curtis, Secretary Schurz, 
Henry Randall Waite, of Wilmington, Del.; 
from a committee of prominent citizens of 
Wisconsin at Madison; Benjamin Butter- 
worth, member of Congress from Cincinnati; 
from a committee of the German-American 
Republican League of Philadelphia ; Rev. R. 
H. Milton, of New York ; Rev. James Free­ 
man Clarke, of Boston ; Governor Pierrepont, 
of West Virginia, and from a large number 
of Ohio Republicans; Thurlow Weed, of New 
York; Rev. Henry W. Bellows, of New 
York ; Governor John G. Long, of Massa­ 
chusetts ; T. W. Higginson, of New York; 
J. D. Cox, of Ohio ; William Everett; Prof. 
Cbadbume, President of Williams’ College ; 
Matthew Hale, of Albany, N. Y.; W. P. 
Candy, of Wilmington, N. C.; General J. 
H. Watson, of Massachusetts ; E. W. Bag- 
ley, of Paducah, Ky.; O. H. Browning, of 
Quincy, 111.; Samuel McKee, of Nashville; 
Charles Umberger, of Cincinnati; Leonard 
Bacon, of New Haven; W. H. Leader, of 
Austin, Tex.; General A. C. McClurg, of 
Chicago ; G. B. Dennison, of Muscatiue, la., 
and many others. 
The report of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions was read, as follows, and at once 
adopted without debate : 
In pursuance of the demand, and representing 
the convictions of what we believe to be a majority 
of the Republican party throughout the Union, 
this Convention of Republicans has assembled for 
the purpose of declaring their convictions with ref­ 
erence to tiie presrnt aspect of political affairs. 
Tills deliberate and emphatic expression is especially 
demanded in view of determined efforts to force 
upen the party the nomination of a candidate for 
the Presidency for u third term in defiance not only 
of the traditions of the Government, as established 
by its founders and consecrated by unbroken and 
veneiable usage aud prescription down to the pres­ 
ent time, but also of the solemn declarations of the 
Republican jarty through its Conventions in the 
largest and controlling Republican States, reaffirmed 
by its representatives in the popular branch of Con­ 
gress, and adopted by the estire party iu the 
declarat ons of its latest Presidential campaigns; be 
it therefore 
Reserved, That the members of this Convention, 
for themselves and those they represent, hereby re­ 


affirm their atlhe-ion to the principies of the Re­ 
publican party as heretofore set forth by its author­ 
ized representatives, and in view of the present ex­ 
igencies we do especially reaffirm the recent de- 
terminati n of the State Republican Conventions as 
follows : By the State Convent on of New York in 
1575—“ We declare our unalterable opposition to 
tire election of any President for a third term.” By 
the State Convention of Pennsylvania in 1S75 (re­ 
affirmed in 1S70)—“ We are unalterably opposed 
to the election to the Presidency of any 
person for a third term.” By the State 
Convention of Ohio — "The observance of 
Washington's example will be in the future, as it 
j lias been in the past, regarded as a fundamental 
rule in the unwritten law of the Republic.” By the 
Massachusetts Republican Convention of 1875— 
“ Sound reason as well as the wise and unbroken 
usage of the Republic, illustrated by the examples 
of Washington, requires that the term of Chief 
Magistrate of the United States shall not exceed a 
second term." Like sentiments have been an­ 
nounced by the Republican Conventions of Minne­ 
sota and other Republican States, all having been 
affirmed in December, 1875, by an ov erw h elm in g 
majority of both political parties in the 
national House of Representatives ill the words 
following: “ That the precedent established bv 
Washington and other Presidents of the United 
States in retiring from the Presidential office after 
their second term has beeome by universal concur­ 
rence part of our republican system of Govern­ 
ment, and that any departure from this time-hon­ 
ored system would be unwise, unpatriotic, and 
fraught with peril to our free institutions. 
Remitid, That the nomination of a third-term 
candidate is especially to be deprecated, because it 
will unavoidably put the Republican party on the 
defensive, because it will revive the memory of pub­ 
lic scandals and official corruption which brought 
our party to the verge of ruin, and will again alien­ 
ate a large and powerful body of voters, without 
whose aiu success is neither jiossibie nor deserved, 
while iu the character and surroundings of the third- 
term candidate we find no guarantee against their 
recurrence, but rather a renewed menace in the his­ 
tory of the men who are loudest in his support. 
Resolved, That we believe that the questions now 
agitating the public mind, connected, as they are, 
w ith the currency, tariff, civil service, railroads and 
other means of inter communication, require the 
talents 
a *.r dned statesman. We find objection 
to the third-term nomination uow urged upon the 
country, also, in that it would substitute a danger­ 
ous tendency to a personal government. For a de­ 
termined and unwearied effort for a true reform of 
the civil service, that reform fearless and thorough, 
we declare to be vital to the welfare and safety of 
the Republic. 
Revolved, That as Republicans we cannot be 
“ hero worship» rs,” anil we demand from a party 
without a master he norainatiou of a candidate 
without a stain. 
Resolved, That a National Committee of one hun­ 
dred should lie up milled, and instructed that in 
the event of the nomination of General Grant, to 
meet in the city of New York at the call of the 
Chairman of this committee, and there to act in 
such manlier as they shall deem best to carry out 
the spirit and pur Jarse of these resolutions, the said 
committee to lie selected by tho committee of thir­ 
teen, and published at its earliest convenience. 
The committee appointed in accordance 
with the platform was instructed to appoint 
a committee of five to present the resolutions 
to the Chicago Convention. 
After adopting the customary resolutions 
of courtesy, the Convention adjourned sine 
die.Many delegates who had expected to be 
present did not appear, and sent letters and 
telegrams of regret, but the liall was well 
filled with an audience of about 700 persons, 
of whom perhaps 400 were delegates. In ap­ 
pearance the Convention compared favorably 
with any like body, and there was perfect 
harmony throughout as to the object to be 
obtained. The proceedings were dignified 
and characterized by earnest purpose, which 
favorably impressed the audience and com­ 
manded respect from the outset. There was no 
attempt to introduce the name of any Presi­ 
dential aspirant, but the Convention went 
quietly to work to do what it was called for, 
aud when that was accomplished quietly ad- 
joumed- 
The names i f many public men, especially 
that of President Hayes, were warmly ap­ 
plauded when mentioned, but no evidence 
was given of a preference in favor of anyone 
of the more prominent candidates for the 
Presidency. 
NEW HAMPSHIRE—REPUBLICAN. 
Concord, May 0th.—The attendance at 
the Republican State Convention is unusually 
large. 
_ 
Blaine aud anti-Blaine tickets for delegates 
to Chicago were distributed as the delegates 
entered. 
General Stevens was chosen temporary 
Chairman, and the usual committees were 
appointed. 
A motion to go into an election for dele­ 
gates to the National Convention brought out 
Wm. E. Chandler, who favored Blaine, and 
ex-Senator Patterson, who said he was for 
that man who will unite the party to secure 
a victory, whether Blaine, Sherman, Ed­ 
munds or Washburne. He did not include 
Grant, as lie did not favor a third term. 
The ballot for delegates resulted in the 
choice of the following nr Blaine ticket: 
David H. Buffum, BeDj. E. Prescott, Wm. 
K. ‘‘hat;.tier and Ruel Ilurkee. Alternates— 
Benj. A. Kimball, John N. Broughton, 
James A. Wood and Augustus A. Woolson. 
The report of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions affirmed devotion to the cardinal prin­ 
ciples of the party, favored a gold standard 
for currency, a free and uutraunneled ballot, 
highly eulogizing John .Sherman for his con­ 
duct of the finances, and wished General 
Grant a sereDe afternoon to his most remark­ 
able life from strife, and the happy respect 
and affection of a grateful country whose 
unity lie did so much to preserve. 
While favoring the nomination of Blaine, 
the Convention refused to trammel the dele­ 
gates with instructions. 
Resolutions were passed asking for a change 
in the basis of delegates to the National 
Convention to conform hereafter to the actual 
Republican vote cast in the State. 
Concord, May (ith.—The Convention re­ 
assembled in the afteruoon, appointed a new 
State Committee and adjourned. 
SEW JERSEY—REPUBLICAN. 
Trexton, May 6„h.—The Republican State 
Convention temporarily organized this morn­ 
ing with William A. Stiles in the chair, and 
referred, under the rule, a resolution naming 
Blaine us the choice of the Convention.

Adjourned. 
DELAWARE—REPUBLICAN. 
Dover, May 6th.—The Republican State 
Convention assembled at 2 P. u. 
After a prolonged struggle an organization 
was effected, with I. N. Mills as temporary 
President. 
The contending delegations were almost 
equally divided, the vote at one time on a 
test question being 69 to 71. 
It was finally agreed to appoint Commit­ 
tees on Credentials, Permaneut Organization 
aud Resolutions. 
The report of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions—adopted without dissent—declared the 
Convention to be in entire accord with the 
principles of the National Republican party, 
pledged undivided sup[>ort to the nominee of 
the National Convention. While investing 
the delegates to Chicago with full liberty to 
follow their individual sense of right, the res­ 
olutions reminded them that the candidate 
should be selected with a greater regard to 
the preference of States upon which he must 
rely for success than the inclinations of those 
from which electoral votes can scarcely be 
hoped.

F r ed er ic k, May 6th.—Henry Stockbridge, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee, 
cailed the Republican State Convention to 
order. He recognized the Grant delegates 
from Baltimore county and the second legis­ 
lative district of the city. The contestants 
protested against this action, and appealed 
from the Chairman to the House. Confusion 
follow-ed, and before the question was settled 
H. Clay Naill was chosen temporary Chair­ 
man, a Committee on Credentials was ap­ 
pointed, and the Convention took a recess. 
F red erick , May 6th.—At 11:30 p. m. the 
Committees on Credentials and Permanent 
Organization reported. 
The temporary officers were made perma­ 


nent, and both delegations from the contest­ 
ing districts admitted, each to be entitled to 
half the district vote. 
A resolution that in obedience to the over­ 
whelming sentiment of the Republicans of 
this State in favor of Hon. James G. Blaine, 
the delegates to Chicago be requested to use 
all honorable means to secure his nomination 
for President, was adopted—ayes 89, noes 14. 
OHIO—DEMOCRATIC. 
Colcmbus, May 6th. — The Democratic 
State Convention assembled at Comstock’s 
Opera House at 11 o’clock, and was called to 
order by John G. Thompson, Chairman of 
the State Central Committee. 
Frank Hurd, of Toledo, was chosen tem­ 
porary Chairman, whose reference to Thur­ 
man in a short speech was greeted with hearty 
applause. 
The districts then proceeded to the election 
of delegates and alternates to the Cincinnati 
Convention, Johu G. Thompson being chosen 
a delegate by the Twelfth District. 
After appointing committees the Conven­ 
tion took a recess. 
Lpon reassembling, George L. Converse 
was elected permanent Chairman. 
The Committee on Resolutions have just 
decided to report resolutions instructing the 
delegates at large and requesting district 
delegates to vote for Thurman in the Na­ 
tional Convention, favoring the unit rule in 
the State and the two-thirds rule in the Na­ 
tional Convention.

A resolution urging the selection of only 
Grant men as delegates to Chicago provoked 
little discussion, and was finally referred to 
the Committee on Resolutions without ac­ 
tion.A platform was unanimously adopted reaf­ 
firming adherence to the principles of the

Jackson, May 6th.—The delegation to the 
National Republican Convention, elected at 
a late hour last night, stands 10 for Sherman 
and the remaicing 6 about equally divided be­ 
tween Grant and Blaine. 


THE ZEDTLER MURDER CASE. 


REPORT OF THE MURCHIE TRIAL AT 
ÍÍEVADA CITY. 


The Testimony on Which the Defendant Was 
Charged—Circum stantial Evidence 
—A Verdict of Not Guilty. 


A Record-Uxiox correspondent at Ne­ 
vada City writes concerning the trial of J. 
C. Murchie for the murder of Julius Zedt- 
ler, a German. The trial has recently been 
in progress at Nevada City, and was con­ 
cluded yesterday : 
On the morning of October 11, 1879, the 
body of Zedtler was found in the woods 
near his bouse, death having evidently been 
the result of a gunshot. A Coroner’s inquest 
was held at the time and the jury returned 
a verdict to that effect. An Italian named 
Cookes stated to some parties that he had 
seen a man near the place of the murder 
with a shotgun on his shoulder, and upon 
his evidence a complaint was sworn out 
against J. C. Murchie, a neighbor of the 
deceased, who was arrested and taken be- 
before Justice L. Garthe. The evidence 
taken at that time established an alibi, to 
the satisfaction of the magistrate, and 
Murchie was discharged. A post mortem 
examination was held October 12th by Dr. 
C. D. Bobo, of Nevada City, and five buck­ 
shot (somewhat flattened) and several 
smaller shot taken from the body. On the 
16th of October a second complaint was 
sworn out against J. C. Murchie, aud upon 
the evidence then adduced he was held, 
without bail, to await the action of the 
Grand Jury, which found an indictment 
against him for murder. This case came 
on for trial April 2Sth. 
Julius Zedtler was a German. At the 
time of his death he was engaged in the wood 
business, and had in his employ Antoine 
Fuchs, a German; Barcelli Annaball, Angiolo 
Lombardi, Laurita Michele, Vincenzo Pip­ 
per (Italians), and a German named Frank 
Mormoret. His widow is about 50 years of 
age. They have one child, a boy of 13. 
J. C. Murchie, the defendant, is an old res­ 
ident of tlje county. He is 75 years of age, 
and quite active. He maintains the coolest 
self-possession in Court, and does not seem to 
be at all nervous. He is the father of nine 
children. His people are all respectable, 
moving in the best circles of society, and 
have many friends. 
The trial created a great deal of interest. 
The motive alleged and sought to be proven 
was that the parties had quarreled about the 
timber on a piece of land. 
Testimony for Fro3ecution. 
The testimony on which Murchie was first 
arrested was in substance as follows. An 
Italian named 
BARCELLI ANNABALL 
Testified that he was sitting on the lumber- 
pile about a quarter of a mile distant from 
the place where the body was found, waiting 
for some persons, and that the defendant, 
Murchie, came along about fifteen minutes 
before the shooting, with a double-barreled 
shotgun on his shoulder ; that Murchie spoke 
to him. but he did not understand what was 
said; that Murchie was dressed in a dark 
suit of clothes and had on a dark felt hat—a 
black hat. [He was shown different hats, and 
pointed out a black one which was similar to 
that worn by Murchie.] That he (the Ital­ 
ian) went from there to where the body lay, 
and then came to town to be examined as a 
witness, as ordered. [It was upon the evi­ 
dence given by the Italian that Murchie was 
first arrested.] 
G. 
S. 8. OETCHELL 
Testified that when informed of the murder 
he drove up to the spot; left Day in the 
buggy ; went to where the body lay and ex­ 
amined it. There was a pool of blood about 
two or three feet away. He was very par­ 
ticular in making examination, knowing that 
he would be called upon to testify. Three 
men were there. He asked one of them, the 
Italian, where the shot came from. A clump 
of bushes was pointed out. He paced the 
ground to the budies ; it was nine paces. 
Behind the bushes was the track of a boot. 
The wearer had evidently, from the appear­ 
ance of the track, walked up to the bushes, 
brought his feet close together and fired. The 
shot cut off the tops of some bushes between 
the shooter and his victim. The tracks showed 
that the murderer had then turned on his 
heel and walked down an old road for some 
distance, then turned to the right and made 
one long step, the heel showing plainly where 
he left the old road aud coming down quite 
heavily in the dry leaves, after which it could 
not be seen. He asked the men if they had 
seen anybody around there with a gun. One 
of them replied that he had not. He then 
asked each of the other men the same ques­ 


tions. but the man to whom he had first 
spoken replied that they did not know any­ 
thing about it until he fiimself had gone to 
their cabin and informed them. 
Upon cross examination he testified that 
the boot heel was quite small and high, and 
evidently about a number 7 boot; that he 
had noticed the boots of the defendant at the 
time of the inquest; that the boot he had on 
could not possibly have made the track ; that 
the boots Murchie now had on could not pos­ 
sibly have made the tracks. [The Italian, 
Annaball, was here confronted with the wit­ 
ness and recognized as the man who told him 
he had not seen anybody that morniDg.] 
T he evidence upon which Murchie was ar­ 
rested and held fur trial finally, was in brief 
as follows: 
G. C. GALBRAITH 
Testified that on the morning of the murder, 
about 7 o’clock, be was riding on horseback 
past Murcbie’s house, and when he got in 
front of Andrew Murchie’s he met the old 
man Murchie going up the mad with a shot­ 
gun ; that he spoke to him ; that he (the wit­ 
ness) was riding fast, loping his horse. 
MRS. ZEDTLER, 
The wife of the deceased (through an inter­ 
preter), testified that her husband went to 
his work about 7 o’clock, and that one of the 
men (Antoine Fuchs) who worked for him 
was working abont his cabin near her house ; 
that Murchie, the defendant, had a quarrel 
with her husbaud about two weeks before 
about a fence near the place where she lived, 
and that Murchie had said to Zedtler then 
that he would kill him. 
L. GARTHE, 
The magistrate before whom Murchie was 
examined, testified that the two examinations 
had been held before him as a magistrate ; 
that he took the particular points in writing, 
and had kept them in his office, but was una­ 
ble to find them this morning in the place 
where he usually kept them ; that the testi­ 
mony had been taken also by W. Fennessey, 
the Court reporter. 
MR. FENNESSEY 
Testified that he took the testimony in short­ 
hand. He looked over the notes and testi­ 
fied that Murchie had said, when the ques­ 
tion was asked, “ Were you out with a gun 
on that Saturday morning?” The answer 
was, “ No, sir.” “ Were you up near the 
reservoir that morning?” “ No, sir.” “ Was 
not out of the inclosure?” “ No, sir, I was 
never out of that inclosure that morning.” 
That_ he “ was not out with the gun that 
morning.” 
Upon cross-examination Fennessey read 
from his notes, that Murchie had sworn dur­ 
ing that examination, that “ when he got up 
that morning, after going out to the barn, he 
went up to Wm. Murchie’s house; he went 
to feed his horses at the barn ; he went to 
William’s house, but he wasn’t up ; he came 
back, and went up a second time; after 
breakfast lie went to Andrew Murchie’s.” 
The examination of Garthe was then re­ 
sumed, and he testified, that during the sec­ 
ond examination of Murchie a man named 
James Gaibraith was one of the witnesses ; 
he was the only witness who was not present 
at the first examination. [It was upon the 
evidence of this witness, Galbraith, that 
Murchie was held to await the action of the 
Grand Jury.] 
w. c. CROSS 
Testified that about two months before the 
shooting occurred he went up there with W. 
F. Englebright, a surveyor, for the purpose 
of running lines on a piece of timber land, 
aud that Murchie came there with a shot­ 
gun and forbid them making a survey, or in­ 
terfering in any way with the lines. He al~o 
testified that Murchie said to him that if 
Zedtler went upon that land he would kill 
him ; that he then went to Murchie and com­ 
menced talking with him, and finally 
Murchie changed his mind about the matter, 
went and pointed out the lines, and they fin­ 
ished making the survey. 
W. F. ENGLEBRIGHT, 
A surveyor, testified that he went out to sur­ 
vey or run lines on a piece of land near 
Murchie’s, in company with VV. C. Cross, the 
lawyer ; that while they were there Murchie 
came to the place and ordered them off ; that 
Murchie had a shotgun at the time ; that he 
was a short distance from Cross aud Murchie 
and did not hear the conversation between 
them, but that Murchie finally left and they 
finished the survey. At the time Murchie 
came to them they were on the Murchie 
patented ground.P. C. BYRNE, 
Deputy Sheriff of Nevada county at the 
time of the homicide, testified that he went 
out to the spot where the body lay on the 
morning of the day of the murder, with a 
Coroner, f 'r whom ha summoned * jury; 
that Murchie was summoned as one of the 
jurors ; that he (Murchie) appeared as usual. 
He found a gun wad on the ground on the 
supposed line of the shooting, which he ex­ 
hibited in Court. He also picked some small 
shot out of the clothing of the deceased. He 
thought they were about No. 6 shot. On the 
same evening he visited the house of the de­ 
fendant in his official capacity, and took 
charge of defendant’s gun, shot-pouch and 
game-bag. He had drawn the loads during a 
previous 
examination, 
and 
replaced 
them in the gun. The gnn had now 
the same loads as when taken from 
Murchie’s house on the day of the murder. 
He thought the gun was a No. 14 or 16. He 
gave his opinion that it had been fired within 
twenty-four hours of the time it came into 
his possession, for the reason that when he 
wet his finger and put it into the muzzle of 
the barrel it was blackened by the burnt 
powder. Only one barrel blackened bis fin­ 
ger by this test. He thought the wad which 
he had picked up was a tight fit for the Mur­ 
chie gun, but that it had been somewhat en­ 
larged by tiring. 
The Defense. 
J. M. Walling, in opening the case on the 
part of the defendant, stated in substance 
that he proposed to prove au alibi. 
H. 
SEYMOUR 
Testified that he was a surveyor and engineer. 
[A map of the premises upon which the 
homicide took place was shown him and the 
different localities pointed out.] He then 
stated that, iu company with a young man, 
he visited the grounds represented by the 
map ; that he measured the distance from 
where the body lay to Murchie’s gate ; that 
it was three-quarters of a mile and thirteen 
feet. He could not be mistaken .as to the 
distance. From the gate to the house was 
239 feet. There was quite a large clearing 
around Murchie’s house, especially on the 
right-hand side of the road going up. There 
was little possibility of a means of getting 
under cover near Murchie’s house. 
Z. P. DAVIS 
Testified that he had been a gunsmith forty- 
five years ; could determine exactly the cal­ 
iber of any gun. Two guns were brought 
into Court, and the witness tested the sizes 
with au instrument. The caliber of that 
gun (Murchie’s) is 18 ; the caliber of this one 
is 13. Could not tell exactly what the size of 
the wad picked up on the ground originally 
was. It now measured eleven—seven sizes 
smaller than the larger gun. Witness used 
a gun-gauge, which he said is mathemati­ 
cally correct. Question—“ If I were to wet 
my finger, put it into the muzzle of a gun 
batrel, take it out and find it blackened, 
would that, in your judgment, be proof that 
the gun had been fired within 24 hours?” 
“ No, it would not. If it were tired 48 honrs 
before it would blacken the finger, and even 
after a longer time. It would depend some­ 
what on the cleanness of the powder used 
and the smoothness of the barrel.” • 
Witness testified on cross-examination that 
a wad fired from a gun was very slightly en­ 
larged in diameter. He applied the wad to 
the gun and said that the wad could easily 
have come out of this gun—Murchie’s. 
d r. E. P. heuston 
Testified that he was a dentist by profession 
—bad been handling firearms since he was a 
boy ; had always been a sportsman. Did not 
think the blackening of the finger by the 
powder was any test or any proof that it had 
been tired within twenty-four hours. Some 
powder blackens, other powder leaves a grey­ 
ish smut, but if a gun was blackened by 
powder most of the powder remained until 
cleaned.J. C. MURCHIE, THE PRISONER, 
Was then called, and testified that he arose 
a little before 6 o’clock on the day of the 
homicide ; that shortly after rising he went 
to his son’s house (Wm. Murchie’s) to inquire 
about a sick child ; that the people in the 
house were not up and he returned and went 
to his stable to attend to his horses; that 
about a quarter before 7 o’clock he again 
went to Wm. Murchie’s house; that his (the 
defendant’s) wife had been there all night; 
that he went back to his own house; that 
his wife came home soon after, aud they ate 
breakfast together about 7 o’clock ; that they 
usually occupied about tifteeu minutes at 
breakfast, but could not state exactly the 
time. After breakfast he went to work fix­ 
ing a porch on the side of his house. His 
wife was around the house for a short time, 
and then went up to William’s house. He 
then went up the road and got some board <; 
went two or three times. Went up i.ear the 
upper corner of his field and brought down a 
crowbar. This crowbar was an old ritle-bar- 


rel which he used for the same purpose as a 
crowbar. It was sitting by a ruanzanita 
bush inside of thf fence. Did not recollect 
meeting any person ; went and came in the 
road. [An old rifle-barrel, somewhat bent, 
was here shown to witness.] That is the bar; 
it has been on my place seven or eight years. 
I use it as a crowbar. I used it up there 
while digging a hole or ditch under the fence 
to let the water through which had over­ 
flowed from the V-flume, and to prevent it 
from ninniog down into my door-yard ; that 
ditch is there now to he seen. I afterwards 
went up to Andrew Murchie’s house ; this 
was between 7 and 8 o’clock ; it was after 
breakfast. I did not notice how many per­ 
sons were there ; Mr. Nesbit was there ; they 
were working on a building. I remained 
there five, six or eight minutes. I went there 
after a square. I went back to my house, and 
then to the barn for some nail*; this was after 
I got the crowbar. I know a man named 
Wm. Williams. He used to drive a team up 
there and kept his horses in my son William 
Murchie’s barn, on the left-hand side of the 
road going to my house. I saw him at the 
barn that morning early, and also when I 
went up to Murchie’s house. I stopped four 
or five minutes in the barn. Williams was 
fixing his horses and had come out of the 
stable. William -Murchie came down to my 
house that morning while I was fixing that 
porch. He remained there five or ten min­ 
utes, and then he went up the road. It was 
probably ten or fifteen minutes after he left 
that I heard of Zedtler’s death. Wm. Mc- 
Clintock told them and they told me. I saw 
McCiintock and got the news just as he left. 
I was not out hunting on that (lav. Was not 
at the reservoir near where Zedtler was 
shot. I was not out ou the road with 
a double - barrel shotgun that morning. 
I was dressed that morning in an old white 
bat, a white shirt and a gray striped shirt, 
a light-colored pair of pants, and a kind of 
light-colored coat and vest. [dome clothes 
were exhibited to the witness which he recog­ 
nized as those worn. Witness put on the hat. 
It was old, much worn, faded, low in the 
crown, wide rim, soiled, and had evidently 
been worn a long time.] This is the hat I 
wore on that morning, and those are the 
clothes I had on. I have not worn a black 
hat within the last ten years except a plug or 
stove-pipe hat which I wea( on extraordinary 
occasions, or when I go to San Francisco. 
That gun is mine ; I have had it twenty-odd 
years. I do not know the caliber. I call it 
a sixteen because I have a seventeen wad- 
cutter which cuts wads that fit it tightly. I 
have had no buckshot whatever in my house. 
In buying wails I generally get number six­ 
teen if I can’t get seventeen. I buy sixteen 
or seventeen. I know the point at which 
it is said Zedtlerwas killed ; was up there on 
the Coroner’s jury. Question—“ Did you 
see Zedtler on that day prior to that time? ” 
“ No, bir.” “ Did you shoot Zedtler ?” “ No, 
sir.” I heard the testimony of Mr. Croes. I 
did not make the threats of which he spoke 
on that day against Zedtler. I did not know 
at that time that Zedtler claimed the timber 
on that piece of land. I supposed that Hal- 
lomuller claimed it. I saw him surveying 
it, and he told me he had bought it from the 
railroad company. At that time he had 
brought a suit against the Murchie Gold and 
Silver Mining Company about this land. I 
heard the testimony of Mrs. Zedtler. I was 
up to their place about two weeks before the 
killing. There was no quarrel between 
Zedtler and me only this : He had carried 
away some rails that belonged to me, and I 
told him they were mine. I did not at that 
time or any other threaten to kill Zedtler. 
Zedtler lived there about a year. The ground 
upon which Zedtler lived was not the samo 
which was in dispute. It lies clear above itt 
When I told Zedtler not to take the rails he 
did not dispute my right to them. I did not 
know there was any lumber hauled near the 
reservoir until the next day after the inquest. 
I did not know prior to the time Zedtler was 
killed that he or Ilallomuller ever intended 
building a cabin there. 
On cross-examination he said : I know W. 
C. Cross, the attorney-at-law. I remember 
the occasion he spoke of when he testified 
about makiDg the survey. Question—“ Did 
you at that time or place say, within hearing 
of Mr. Cross, that if Zedtler ever went upon 
that ground you would kill him ?” “ No, 
sir.” “ And that your lawyer had told you 
that you had a right to do so ?” “ No, sir.” 
MRS. MURCHIF, 
The wife of the defendant, was called. She 
is a fiue-looking old lady of medium hight, 
apparently quite active, with a sweet, digni­ 
fied expression. She was evidently nervous, 
and was accompanied by one of her daugh­ 
ters. She testified thaB*he was the wife of 
the defendant, and was 
years of age. Re­ 
membered the day on which Zedtler was 
killed. She passed the nigi'i't before at her 
sou’s (Wm. Murcbie’s), helping to care for a 
sick child. She first saw her hu-band about 
7 o’clock of the morning of the day of the 
homicide, when he came up to her son’s 
house. She recollected the time because it 
was the hour for giving medicine to the 
child, who had the croup. 
Her son 
William and his wife were 
present 
when her husband came up. He remained 
there fifteen or twenty minutes, and 
then went down to his own house. 
The witness followed after a short time. 
They ate breakfast together about a quarter 
after 7; breakfast lasted about fifteen or 
twenty minutes. After eating breakfast she 
went back to her son’s to help take care of the 
child. Her husband went up to the barn. 
Saw him next carrying some lumber down to 
fix the porch. She sat down by the window 
in her b o ii’s house and saw him busy around 
there. He was dressed in his usual working 
clothes. The clothes had once been a good 
color, but had faded much—old light panta 
and an old light hat—(clothes shown to wit­ 
ness) ; those are the clothes, lie always wears 
light hats. Been married fifty-three years. 
During all that time I never saw him wear a 
black felt hat. He has a beaver hat which 
he wears when he dresses up or goes to San 
Francisco. MARCELLUS MURCHIE, 
The grandson of the defendant, and son of 
Andrew Murchie, a boy of about 12 years, 
testifiel that he came down stairs in the 
morning at 6 o’clock. He heard the clock 
strike. He makes the fires in the house. He 
saw defendant first about five or ten minutes 
after 6, on his way up to Wm. Mnrchie’s house. 
Witness was out by the wood-house getting 
pitch. Saw the defendant again about half­ 
past 7. lie was going up to where they were 
building a chicken-house. Andrew Murchie 
and William Nesbit were working there. 
Don’t recollect bow long be staid at the 
chicker.-house. 
WILLIAM WILLIAMS 
Testified that he resided at the house of Wm. 
Murchie at the time of the homicide; that 
he stopped there the night before; that he 
was hauling wood to Wm. Murchie’s house ; 
that he got up that morning about 6 o’clock 
and went out to the stable to feed his team. 
He saw the defendant that morning about 
half-past 6, at the barn; he remained there 
about five minutes and then went towards 
home. I saw him again about half an hour 
afterwards, going up to William Murchie’s 
house ; saw him again about fifteen minutes 
after that, coming out of the gate to go 
home ; that was about a quarter past 7. lie 
went out to haul wood, and did not think he 
saw him again. Question—“ Did he have a 
gun?” “ No, sir.” “ Did you see the de­ 
fendant out with a gun any time that day ? ” 
“ No, sir.” HENRY PCTTEMETEK 
Testified that he had been acquainted with 
the defendant four or five years ; lived about 
three-quarters of a mile distant from him ; 
he drove a team into town on the morning of 
the homicide, past Murchie’s place, and saw 
and ajKike to him ; he was on the road close 
to his house.

THE BUSINESS DECLINE. 


The Clearing-house returns for the last 
week are far less satisfactory than they 
have been for a year past. 
I t is becoming 
apparent th a t the business “ boom ’’ has 
been ridden too hard, and th at the future 
has been discounted too freely. 
W hen the 
rise in commercial and manufacturing ac­ 
tivity set in, the K kcord-U nion pointed 
out the danger which now appears to have 
actually been realized. 
I t was then evi­ 
dent to the careful observer that the 
“ boom ” was being pushed too rashly, 
and that the situation did not justify the 
extravagant expectations which were in­ 
dulged. 
The manufacturers, who had been 
losing money for years, were, however, 
quite unable to restrain their impatience 
to recover their losses. 
They plunged into 
the work of production, and they at the 
same time ran up the prices of everything. 
This was testing the genuineness of the 
business revival too severely. 
It was not 
linn enough on its feet to stand an era of 
high prices right on the top of a long de­ 
pression, and the result was that the m ar­ 
ket began to weaken under the discipline, 
and 
in 
a 
short 
time 
the demand 
declined. 
A t first 
the greedy 
manu­ 
facturers paid 
no 
attention to these 
signs of distress, hut as no further recovery 
took place, anti as the tendency to stagna­ 
tion iucreased and spread, they at length 
took the alarm, aqd ju3t now some of them 
are exhibiting apprehensions which are 
probably no mote jest-than were their pre­ 
vious great expectations. 
W hat is wauted 
now,is moderation ami patience,aud revision 
<if the tariff. 
If the political parties could 
be prevailed upon to forego their quadren- 
ial duel over the Presidency long enough 
to inquire into and attend to the material 
interests of the country, politics would 
suffer nothing from the breathing-spell, and 
business would be the gainer. 
It is proba­ 
ble, however, that our business men will 
have to learn, through a still sharper ex­ 
perience than they have yet had, how nec­ 
essary it is for them to force their interests 
upon Congress, and how little that body 
can be depended upon to act intelligently 
on anything that is not a “ live issue.” 


GERMAN GOVERNMENTAL POLICY. 


Bismarck is consolidating the German 
Empire by destroying the liberties of the 
ancient free cities of Germany. 
Hamburg, 
Lubeck, Bremen, and others of the old free 
ports, are being attacked in turn, and it is 
evident that the Chancellor intends to 
push the work of centralization with unre­ 
lenting energy. 
A t the same time the ex­ 
pansion of the military policy which con­ 
verts the empire into a camp, and which 
subjects ev<_ry citizen to the harassment 
and injury of protracted army service, is 
steadily driving out the most energetic and 
independent elements. 
Emigration from 
Germany has never been to extensive as 
now, and from year to year the tide swells 
higher. 
Between the fatuous protective 
policy which is fettering German consum­ 
ers, and the iron m ilitary system which 
compels every man to sacrifice many of the 
best years of life to an unprofitable em­ 
ployment, the German people are being 
dealt with very hardly, and it is no won­ 
der that they should neek in other coun­ 
tries the freedom and the scope of enter­ 
prise which are denied them at home. 
Im perial and national grandeur are no 
doubt very fiue things ; but they may be 
purchased a t too heavy a cost, and evi­ 
dently tliia is the conclusion to which num­ 
bers of the German people are coming at 
present. 


SHERIDAN 
ON 
MARCHISG TIMS. 


General Sheridan ha3 solemnly asserted 
th a t on one occasion, on the Oregon fron­ 
tier, he marched troops at the rate of five 
miles an hour, for twelve hours in succes­ 
sion. 
No doubt General Shendan believes 
his troops marched at this rate, and for 
th at length of time, but iu the absence of 
any scientific demonstration we must be 
perm itted to doubt the accuracy of his sta­ 
tistics. 
Five miles an hour is exceedingly 
fast walking. 
There are very few veteran 
pedestrians who could keep up such a rate 
for half the time mentioned by the General. 
A nd it is highly improbable, not to say im­ 
possible, that a whole company or reei- 
inent should be found capable of so re­ 
m arkable a feat. 
W e suspect the truth to 
be th at General Sheridan has no very dis­ 
tinct realization of w hat walking at the 
rate of five niles an hour means. 


The San Francisco A lta is dissatisfied 
w ith the action of the late Republican 
State Convention in instructing the dele­ 
gates to Chicago to vote for Blaine, and 
attem pts to set up the position th at this 
action was not justified by any tangible 
evidence th at the mass of the party de­ 
sired such a policy. 
As there is at present 
much probability th at many delegates from 
other State Conventions will refuse to be 
bound by their instructions, and as it 
might appear at first sight th a t the right 
to bolt was unconditional, and applied 
equally in all cases, it is in order to exam­ 
ine this question w ith some care. 
In the 
first place it m ust be adm itted th at the 
primary purpose of the appointment of 
delegates to the 
N ational 
Convention 
should be to represent the will of the ma­ 
jority of the party as faithfully as possible. 
To whatever extent this purpose is de­ 
parted from, the true intent of all such 
political action is defeated. 
If, for exam­ 
ple, a State Convention is packed w ith the 
friends of one candidate, and if th a t can­ 
didate is not the choice of the majority of 
the party in the State, the passage of 
resolutions of instruction ought not to be 
considered binding upon the delegates, 
because it is obvious that these instructions 
do not represent the real will of the party, 
and because if the delegates adhere to them 
they must go counter to the party choice 
But when the State Convention is con 
trolled by the frieuds of one candidate, 
and it is well understood th at th at candi­ 
date is the first choice of the m ajority of 
the party in the State, instructions to vote 
for him m ust be regartled as binding, be­ 
cause they uuqestionably represent the will 
of the party. 
In the present canvass we 
have examples of both kinds. 
In New 
York and Pennsylvania the State Conven­ 
tions were packed in the interest of a 
candidate who is evidently not the first 
choice of the majority of the party in 
either of those State3. 
The delegates were 
instructed to vote for th at candidate, and 
their instructions, if adhered to, can only 
result in a defeat of the will of the party. 
In California, on the other hand, the 
State Convention faithfully represented the 
will of the m ajority of the party. 
There 
is no room for controversy on the statem ent 
th at Jam es G. Blaine is the favorite can­ 
didate of three-fourths of the Republicans 
in this State, and for any journal to pre­ 
tend not to be aware of this fact is ridicu­ 
lous. 
In instructing the delegates to Chi­ 
cago, therefore, our Convention merely 
carried out the popular will, and the proof 
of this lies in the universal acquiescence of 
the party in the action of the Convention. 
Had it sent the delegates uninstructed it 
certainly would not have satisfied the 
party, and had it instructed them for any 
other candidate than Blaine it would have 
incurred general and earnest condemnation. 
Under the circumstances, and knowing 
w hat the rank-and-file wanted, it could 
not have done anything else than w hat it 
did. 


same time absorb any divine afflatus ca­ 
pable of enabling them to reach just con­ 
clusions w ithout inquiry. 
U ntil they have 
studied the whole railroad question they 
are incompetent to express an opinion on 
the rates of freights and fares, and this 
fact Messrs. Cone and Beerstecher evident­ 
ly appreciate. 
General Stoneman’s reso­ 
lution was a most irrational and unjustifia­ 
ble one, and it is difficult to realize his 
moti\’e in introducing it. 
If he wishes to 
manifest his regard for the public welfare 
he would do well to begin by helping the 
Board to get at the facts which can alone 
furnish a rational basis for any action. 
The expression of “ opinions” which rest 
upon no demonstration, and in support of 
which no data whatever are adduced, can 
certainly not tend to further the settle­ 
ment of the im portant problem with which 
the Commissioners have to grapple, while 
such exhibitions of flightiness and eccen­ 
tricity may easily create distrust of the in­ 
telligence responsible for them. 


INDIAN FINANCES. 


TELECRAPHIC. 


T h e San F rancisco Globe.—W e have 
received the first issue of this journal, 
w hich is conducted by the printers who 
recently left the Chronicle because their 
wages were cut down.

W here, however, the Conventions have 
notoriously been put up by the “ machine” 
managers, as in New York and Pennsyl­ 
vania, the case is altogether different. 
There the delegates are called upon to 
choose between representation of the “ ma- 
“ chine,” and representation of the party, 
and if they decide for the latter they can­ 
not be blamed. The “ machine ” managers 
cannot set up the claim of bad faith against 
them, seeing that they themselves have 
acted throughout in utter contem pt of the 
real opinions and wishes of the party. 
They are usurpers, who have deliberately 
undertaken to force the nomination of a 
candidate not wauted by the party, and 
their instructions 
are 
fraudulent 
in 
essence, since they require the delegates 
to ignore the will of the party, aud to 
pay allegiance to those who are in open 
opposition 
to th at will. 
Should those 
delegates refuse to be bound by their 
instructions, therefore, they would only be 
asserting the pre-eminence of their duty to 
the party, and denying their allegiance to 
the usurping “ machine ” managers ; and 
such a course would very evidently be in 
the interests of good government. 
In this 
State, howcver, there is no such ground of 
difference betweeu the Convention and the 
party. 
They are in complete harmony, 
and the delegates to Chicago could conse­ 
quently disobey their instructions only by 
ignoring the will of the party. 
In other 
words, while the Eastern delegates must 
outrage public opinion if they adhere to 
their instructions, the California delegates 
would do the same thing if they did not 
adhere to their instructions, and herein 
consists the fundamental distinction be­ 
tween the cases. 
There has been no com­ 
plaint among Republicans of the 
so- 
called 
“ ironclad resolutions,” aud 
the 
Alta is entirely alone in its strange fault­ 
finding. 
W hat the Convention could have 
done other than what it did, our contem­ 
porary does not appear to have made clear 
to its^f, but if it holds th at the delegates 
should have been sent to Chicago without 
instructions, we m ust say th at to have 
taken th at course would have necessitated 
a very direct and inexcusable defiance 
of the party will in the premises. 
No 
bolting in the California delegation would, 
in fact, be honorable or admissible, and 
those who attem pt to show th at they could 
fairly disregard their instructions have un­ 
dertaken an impracticable task. 


THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 


The resolution introduced by General 
Stoneman a t the meeting of the Railroad 
Commission the other day was a very ex­ 
traordinary one. 
He proposed that the 
Commission should commit itself to an 
opinion as to the proper maximum rate for 
fares aud freight on the railroads of the 
State, w ithout possessing any knowledge of 
the facts upon which to base a judgment. 
The resolution was very properly rejected 
by General Stoneman’s colleagues, but it is 
not an auspicious introduction to the labors 
of the Commission th at its oldest member 
should 
attem pt to take snap-judgment 
upon a most vital question iu this way. 
The Commission was instituted for the 
purpose of investigating the whole railroad 
question, and in order to the attainm ent of 
such knowledge on the subject as would 
form 
the basis for 
an equitable and 
rational tariff readjustment, if th at be 
found possible. 
Such a proposition as Gen­ 
eral Stoneman advanced could only be 
brought forward with any justice after 
the Commission had completed its work 
of inquiry and research, and had in its 
possession all the data necessary to an in­ 
telligent opinion. 
To ask the Commission 
to give its opinion as to a fair maximum 
rate of fare and freight charges in advance 
of investigation, is to betray a total misap­ 
prehension of the whole purpose of its or­ 
ganization. 
Such an opinion could be 
formulated by anybody as well as by a 
Commission. 
Denis Kearney and the Sand 
Lots could formulate it quite as intelli­ 
gently as the three gentlemen who now 


There has occurred a great explosion in 
Indian finances. 
The 
Liberal victory 
having removed all motive and capacity 
for concealment from the Indian Govern­ 
ment, the fact is brought to light th at the 
Afghan war has cost about twice as much 
as Lord Beaconsfield declared it had, and 
th at consequently there is a deficiency of 
four or five millions sterling in the Indian 
Treasury. 
Of course an ingenious attem pt 
is made to explain the facts plausibly. 
First the responsibility Í3 thrust upon the 
army. 
Then a number of unforeseen con­ 
tingencies are called in to account for the 
en urinous 
excess 
of 
expenditure 
over 
estimates. 
I t is obvious, however, that 
this last explanation only makes m atters 
worse, for of course it was the business of 
the Government to ascertain 
precisely 
w hat drafts on the treasury were likely to 
arise, and of course a well-administered 
Government would not have been deceived 
so grossly as to the extent of the demands 
for money. 
The suggestion is in fact un­ 
avoidable th at the Tories knew th at the 
Afghan war was costing a great deal 
more 
than 
they 
had 
declared 
it 
would 
cost, 
and 
that 
they 
were 
afraid to let the country know the truth. 
Had they been successful in the late elec­ 
tion they would no doubt have patched up 
the Indian finances in some way, ami have 
managed to hide the ugly deficit for a time, 
or until Lord Beaconsfield could have tried 
some new speculation. 
Their crushing 
defeat, however, has made it impossible to 
keep up the pretense of economy any 
longer, and as the English people were only 
reconciled to the Afghan war by the as­ 
surances of the Government th at it w’ould 
be carried on entirely at the expense of 
India, and would entail no increase of tax­ 
ation at home, the disgust and indignation 
at this exposure will no doubt be very 
great. 
The deficit is so large, and the 
finances of India are in so very bad a con­ 
dition, th at England will almost ceriainly 
have to bear the surplus expense, and this 
will have a strong tendency to reconcile 
everybody to the Liberal victory, aud to 
render a near reaction in favor of the Con­ 
servatives extremely improbable.

Windom's amendment was rejected by a party 
vote, and the bill then passed without division. 
The morning hour having expired, the Senate re­ 
sumed consideration of the District of Columbia 
appropriation bill. After a long diseussiou it passed. 
On motion cf Beck, the report of the conference 
committee oil the Indian appropriation bill was 
taken up. 
Without action thereon the Senate went into ex­ 
ecutive session, and when the doors were reopened 
adjourned.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 


W ashington Notes, from our ow n C orre­ 
sp o n d en t. 
W a sh in g ton, May 6th.—During the con­ 
sideration of the Postal Appropriation bill to­ 
day Horace Davis procured the adoption of 
his amendment authorizing the remission of 
the heavy extra charges for the transconti­ 
nental carrying of the Australian mails, by 
making a brief off-hand speech, iu which he 
stated the argument in support of his proposi­ 
tion with such clearness, force and earnest­ 
ness, that when he took his seat not a siugle 
objection arose, though any one might have 
interposed a latal point of order, and the 
amendment was agreed to unanimously. 
It 
will therefore remain in the bill, uidess the 
Senate should strike it out, of which there is 
no probability. 
The amendment adopted in Committee of 
the Whole, requiring the Postmaster-General 
to relet on the 1st of October all star routes 
expedited at an increased cost exceeding 50 
per centum of the original contracts, will be 
made the subject of a separate vote by ayes 
aud noea in the House to-morrow, and the 
final result is still considered uncertain. 
To-day’s session of the House was assigned 
for consideration of the debris bill, but this 
special order was set aside, as usual, by the 
pending appropriation bill, and on Berry’s 
motion uext Monday was assigned for the 
debris bill, when a similar postponement is 
very likely to be recorded. 
The Senate Commerce Committee to-day 
reported favorably on Farley’s bill creating 
a uew customs collection district in Cali­ 
fornia, with Wilmington as its port of eutry 
and Sauta Barbara as a port of delivery. 
The bill provides for a Collector and Deputy 
Collector, with salaries of $3,000 and $1,500, 
respectively. 
It also empowers the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to appoint such number 
of inspectors iu San Diego district as he 
may deem necessary to enforce the customs 
law along the Mexican boundary. The Sen­ 
ate Postal Committee to day recommended 
the passage of Farley’s bill to establish a 
dead-letter office in San Francisco. 
Both 
these measures were placad ou the Senate 
calendar for future action. 
Senator McDonald to-day introduced a bill 
directing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
pay Colonel Henry Deahna $5,000 “ for the 
value of information obtained aud furnished 
íespecting the resources and condition oí 
Alaska.” The bill is accompanied with a pe­ 
tition, in which Deahna sets forth that not­ 
withstanding that the worth and value of his 
reports have been at length universally ac­ 
knowledge, the Administration itself having 
adopted all his suggestions, he is slid without 
any reparation for loss inflicted on him by 
his appointment and sudden removal from 
the"Alaska Collectorship. 
In short, he says : 
“ The wrong has been acknowledged over 
aud over again, but so far it has nut becu 
righted.” 
The Postmaster-General will announce his 
decision in the Wells, Fargo & Co. matter 
next Monday. 
Tiie III n ine B oundary Q uestion. 
W a sh in g ton, May 6th.—There Was an 
important meeting of the Western members 
at the house of Senator Junes to-night, to 
discuss a substitute for the Public Land 
Commission’s bill. 
Senator Jones and Mr. 
Daggett, of Nevada, Campbell of Arizona, 
Maginuis of Montana, and Belford of Col­ 
orado, and Mr. Berry of California, were 
present. The following bill was proposed, 
and will be offered in the House to-morrow, 
if opportunity allows. 
It it said to be en­ 
tirely satisfactory to the Western members, 
it provides that Section 2322 of Chapter 6 
shall be amended by adding the following : 
“ And in all cases where the meau dip of tlie 
lode does not exceed 25 degrees from the 
horizon the right to follow the mineral shall 
not exceed beyond the side-lines of the loca­ 
tion drawn downward vertically, and ou any 
mineral land w here there is no outcrop of a 
vein or 
lode on the

ground, the party seeking to make a dis­

It ication.” 
The C hinese Colony In Xevv Y ork—Gen­ 
e ra l lCxodus to .New Q u arters. 
N ew Y o rk , May 6th.—The Tim es says : 
A t the corner of Mott and Park streets stands 
the Church of the Transfiguration, a sort (if 
Roman Catholic shrine, amid the filth aud 
festering humanity of an exceedingly’ nonde­ 
script neighborhood. 
It is iu the very heart 
of the Chinese quarter. 
Across the street 
from it is a block of six or eight old buildings, 
which, it is estifiiated, contained a wc ek ago 
a population of from 300 to 500 Chinamen, 
with a restful seusatiou of having escaped the 
wrath of Kearney and San Francisco hood­ 
lums. The next block from Park street to 
the lower end of Mott ¡sheltered 500 more, 
and had its hotel and general travelers’ 
agency, where not less than 50 or 60 swarthy 
Asiatics weie usually quartered. The whole 
Mongolian population of these two blocks 
on Mott street has been calculated at some­ 
what more than 1,000, living a life by them­ 
selves, having their own institutions and form­ 
ing a sort of city within a city. 
They w ere 
fully as orderly as and paid higher rents than 
the population they superseded, and Mott- 
street landlords were not at ail averse to lis­ 
tening to their overtures. But in the mean­ 
time they had completely isolated the Church 
of the Transfiguration from its usual congre­ 
gation. Thera were many complaints from 
those who attended its services that they had 
to cut their way through an army of “ hay- 
thens” on Sunday to obtain access to the con­ 
fessional, and something had to be done to 
prevent the old church from being converted 
into a grocery, with posters in .strange lan 
guages disfiguring the stone pillars. 
In this 
emergency action was taken with decision, 
and the moon-eyed denizens of M ott street 
woke up a few days ago to And that their 
domiciles had passed into new hands, and 
they must vacate on May 1st, or at the expi­ 
ration of their monthly holdings. The cor­ 
poration had leased the whole series of tene­ 
ments from Pell street to Park, and refused 
to let to Chinamen on any terms. Other land­ 
lords iu the vicinity took the cue, although 
they ltked their tenants, and fur the last week 
a wholesale eviction has been going on. For 
the most part the expelled tenants have suc­ 
ceeded in finding apartments in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
A tumble-down old rookery in Park 
street that formerly paid the landlord Sot) per 
month wi;h a miscellaneous tenantry, is now 
rented for $80 per month to a colony of Chi­ 
nese. 
Iu feversl other instances rents have 
been doubled by shrewd landlords by taking 
advantage of the demand thus created ; but 
the geneial reeuit has been only to scatter the 
colony over a wider area, without extinguish­ 
ing it. 
Iu frout of one old rookery ye.-terday 
afternoon a re|"'rter counted two drays loaded 
with indescribable household goods aud three 
carriages waiting to remove the inmates. 
A 
crowd, each costumed to his own fancy, num­ 
bering from 150 to 2C-0, was quarteied at the 
dour, »ud the jargou and gesticulations were 
bewildering. 
A t length each carriage took 
up its freight of one or two families, and was 
driven away. 
“ They were determined to 
move in style,” said a bystander, “ for they 
are only going a few- squares, aud might just 
as well have walked.”

MOKE RAILWAY TROUBLES. 


The Street Railway Company is again in 
trouble, and this time very much of sym­ 
pathy is expressed for the company. 
It is 
well known that there has been a demand 
for years for a line of railway to the City 
Cemetery. At last the City Railway Com­ 
pany resolved to build a line to that place. 
It began by running from K along Tenth, to 
N, to Eleventh, to O, when it was properly 
refused permission to cross over the K-street 
railroad grade and track, and had to take up 
its line on X to Eleventh and Eleventh to O 
street, and forfeit bonus considerations guar­ 
anteed to it by residents in that vicinity. 
It 
then built on out Tenth street to O, and soon 
after began and laid a track from the City 
Cemetery gate to the R-street grade, on 
Tenth street, where it had leave to cut the 
embankment and pass under the railroad 
track. 
This left only track-laying to be 
done from O to R on Tenth street, and the 
cutting of the 25-foot tunnel. 
Last week 
the company put on its plows and prepared 
toe road for the track from O to R street, 
and the citizens began to congratulate them­ 
selves over a line of railway to the city of 
the dead at last. 
It appears, however, that 
Teuth street, from O to R, it not yet raised 
up to the official grade. 
The company 
put 
down 
its 
timbers 
on 
the 
pres­ 
ent or 
actual grade. 
Citizens on last 
Monday appeared 
before the Board of 
Trustees and asked the Board to order the 
company to elevate the track to the line of 
the grade between K and O street, on Tenth, 
and the Board at once made the order. The 
company now has a disgiut on, and swears 
that obstacles have been placed in its path at 
every step to accomplish what all the people 
asked for ; that an arbitrary order was made 
on Monday, and without postponement, as is 
usual, for consideration, or full hearing of 
both sides; that its revenues have been ex­ 
hausted, and other means largely invested in 
new tracks and in practically rebuilding the 
cars of the road, and in putting the w hole line 
into first-class order, and that now, as the last 
straw, it is ordered that it practically, and at 
its own cost, grade Teuth street from O to R 
for the city. To run on the grade demanded, 
says the company, will force it to build an 
embankment in the middle of the street all 
the way from two feet to three feet high and 
gome twenty feet broad, and to make fills at 
street crossings, and to get good footing the 
slopes will have to be broad at the base and 
very gentle as well as solid, or else the track 
will settle as teams drive on the edge of the 
bank and wear it down. 
This will, therefore, 
compel the company to almost grade and fill 
in the street, and to this it objects and de­ 
clares it will throw up the right to build first, 
and take up the track already down and lose 
all it has done there for the past tw'o months. 
1 n defense of this positionit is understood to say 
that if the street was already up to grade 
and filled in. any railway company with the 
right of way could lay upon that grade, and 
no one would dream of asking it to pay for 
the street filling beneath, and that the pres­ 
ent demand is equivalent to forcing the com­ 
pany into exactly that position. 
When the 
city orders the street up, tfie road then being 
in the street, it is understood it will willingly 
come up to the grade and do its share of 
keeping the street in order, and fulfill every 
proper obligation, but it claims that to force 
it to the high grade now is to compel it to 
build and raise up a street to an extent that 
the law does not require of it. The case of 
the citizens who presented the 
petition 
will probably be now made more public. 
At any rate, it looks as if the people 
are about to be deprived of a long desired 
railway line, and many citizens openly ex­ 
press themselves as upholding the company, 
and declaring that it was never the intention 
of the law- to make the City Railway, even 
for a few blocks, an elevated street railroad, 
but that while the street remains ungraded 
the company ought to be permitted to run on 
the same level as that on which teams are 
driven through the street.
